T H E P O LLS : If the Republicans lost the election because of over­ 
confidence, the (tolls can he blam ed. People had learned to piare 
far too much confidence in lítese election polls. It is quite apparent: 
now that past successes of voter sam p ling « a s largely a m atter of 
lu rk . Just how m any people are reached no one know s. If the tabu­ 
lations stated the actual num ber of people approached 
voters 
w ould not place so much confidence in them. You w ill recall that 
only percentages are shown. 
Were you ever approached hy a w orker for any of the polls? We 
have asked a lot of people and never found A N YO N E who said they 
had. We m ight take a poll of the polls and ask our readers if they 
have been questioned hy the pollsters. It would he interesting to 
know. 
At any rale. ¡I seems that th is poll business has come to a 
sudden and sad end. It is d ifficu lt to believe that the newspapers 
and radio stations— and other .subscribers— w ill w ant lo feed this 
sort of unreliable inform ation to Hieir readers and listeners any 
more afler th is debacle. The whole idea is not good for Hie country, 
an yw a y, and never tias been. 
W hat rigid have we lo say that Ihe election of President T ru ­ 
m an w as such an "upset?" Such a conclusion is based larg ely on 
the polls. Even the polls showed Dewev and T ru m an to be fa irly 
even : give them credit for that. Tho change-over of only a m illio n 
voters would have made Ihe difference, since Pres. Trum an won by 
o nly about 2.000.000— and the popular vote w as close in alm ost all 
ol the vita l states. 
The had part of the polls is that they are supposed to reflect the 
opinions of voters in advance of elections. The probahle result is 
Hien determined hy the law of averages. But there are two w ea k­ 
nesses: A person m ay indicate one w a y and vote the other. Not 
enough people ear. he interrogated to get a fair average—especially 
if the election is close like th is last one. 
People can lake the predictions of colum nists, experts and po­ 
litic a l leaders on both sides fnr w hat they are w orth. Voters are not 
und uly influenced hy such opinions: put them down as w ish fu l 
th in kin g nr propopanda in m any cases. But the voters accepted the 
polls as “ public opinion.” and took them more serio usly. Perhaps 
they should reflect public opinion, but there they never can be very 
dependable because it would he fa r too costly lo sam ple enough 
people. Th at's w h y we believe the polls w ill never su rvive th is set­ 
back and w ill go down in history alongside of that false arm istice 
of 20 years ago last Sundav and the M artian attack on New Jersey 
of a few years back.
